i.  The  English  Language. — The  study 
of  the  language  proper  will  occupy  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  classes  fonr  times  a week 
during  thfe  entire  session.

Finding  his  home  |oo  nearly  surrounded  by 
Union  soldiers  for  him  to  go  there  or  stay 
there  ssfely.  he  took  refuge  with  friends  and- 
relatives  some  forty  mil^s  from  Corinth,  in 
the  interior;  rented  a eibin,  and  by  aid  of 
friends  "stole  hii  family  by  night,’’  and 
moved  them  to  that  place;  of  safety.  Fortu- 
nately (?)  the  ravages  of  the  enemy  had  left 
them  little  household  plunder  to  be  moved. 
The  wife  and  nine  | children  and  the  house- 
hold goods  went  in  one  wigon  and  one  old 
buggy. 

After  the  war  ( general  1 Lowry  wisely  de- 
cided to  remain  in  what  Was*  then  an  interior 
country  neighborhood.  [He  was  led  to  this 
decision  by  threfc  considerations;  rst,  he 
thought  a quiet,  sjmple  country  community 
the  easiest  place  fer  a pop:  man  to  support  a 
large  family;  art!  he  ijomidercd  it  much 
sifer  than  a raiToajif  towh  for  the  moral  de- 
vtlqpment  of  his]  children ; 3rd,  he  found 
plans  by  which  hej  believpd  that  he  and  his 
family  would  do  i«rre  good  here  than  else- 
where. 

Here  he  selected  jhe  beautiful  old  Brougher 
farm  and  homesteafl,  and  bought  ft  as  a lo- 
cation for  a school.  In  tjie  rummer  of  r873, 
he  bui  t a small  two-room  school  house  in  the 
ccrnrr  of  the  yard,  and  $slt?g  the  large  old 
residence  as  a boafding  ljouse,  he  "opened 
school,”  in  September  of  that  year.  There 
were  but  three  teachers,  Brneral  Lowrey  and 
his  two  daughters.  These  was  one  piano — 
and  that  rented — abd  Mi.«  Modena,  the  lady 
principal,  now  Mri.  Beify,  taught  the  few 
music  pupils- 

This  looked  like  a veiy  small  woik,  but 
Gereral  Lowrey  expected  and  planned  large 
things  for  the  lutuae — at  Which  many  smiled. 
The  first  stssion  was  by  ao  means  discourag- 
ing. Fifty  pupils  were  enrolled,  and  twenty- 
six  ol  ihem  were  boarder^.  The  "little  rall- 
rrad"  had  been  built  tn  Ripley,  six  miles 
away,  and  so  pupils  could  easily  come  from  a 
distance. 

The  later  history  of  the  school  has  been 
told  tro  often  for  me  to  4W*1I  upon  it  here. 

Durirg  the  session  off  1900  and  rgor,  we 
have  enrolled  347  pupils;  ol  which  number 
266  were  boarders.  The] little scboll  house  In 
ihe  yard  and  the  ofd  residence  for  a boarding 
house,  have  grown  into  What  I believe  to  be 
the  handsomest  fetpale  school  property  in  the 
State,  except  the  I.  I.  It  C.  The  Lord  has 
greatly  blrssfd  us,  and  wie  are  thankful.

Gillrburg  Collegiate  Institute . 

The",  Gillsbufg  ^Collegiate  Institute  is 
, situated  in  the  vjllage  of  Gillsburg,  in  Amite 
county,  Miss.,  nyar  the  Louisiana  and  Mis- 
sissippi state  lijie.  It  wis  established  and 
chart  *red  in  i8i2.  W.  A.  Gill,  for  whom 
the  town  is  namfd,  was  the  miving  spirit  in 
the  enterprise,  greeting  the  buildings  and 
starting  the  school  with  his  own  meaai.  His 
eldest  daughter.  Miss  Ella  Gill,  wis  the  fir>t 
principal,  and  lier  sister,  Mist  Ida  Gill, 
was  the  first  muse  teacher.  After  Miss  Ella’s 
matriage  to  Logan  Phillips,  the  school  was 
presided  over  by  that  prince  of  good  fellows, 
W.  K.  Nettles,  who  died  at  Magnolia,  August 
1st,  1899.  Thep  came  Profs  J.  H.  Price,  D. 
J.  Morrison  and'W.  M.  Dunn,  who  served  as 
principal  of  the  $chool,  respectiveTy. 

June  19.  18915,  Mrs.  Phillips  died,  at  her 
home  in  Gillsbtirg.  and  her  body  sleeps  on 
one  side,  and  af  the  front  of,  the  College 
campus.  A suitable  monument  marks  her 
grave,  and  over  the  stage  in  the  hall  hangs  a 
beautiful  crayon  likeness  of  the  young 
woman.  In  18^3.  the  Board  of  Trustees 
erected  the  present  commodions  building, 
and  to  cherish  bier  memory,  named  it  ” Ella 
Gill  Hall.”  The  school  has  never  lost  the 
impress  of  her  Gipdly  life  and  influence. 

The  present  principal.  Prof.  Chas.  Hooper, 
has  been  identified  with  this  institution  since 
i>s  first  year,  entering  the  school  as  an  as- 
sistant teacher,  pnd  during  this  long  period 
has  rendered  faithful  service.  Prof.  Hooper 
is  an  Englishman  by  birth  and  ranks  among 
the  foremost  edpeators  in'  the  country.  He 
has  been  at  the  bead  of  the  school  nine  years.

Spending  1 year 
at  B’joueviUe,  fie  was  unanimously  called  to 
the  management  of  the  scholastic  interests  of 
Winbna  M ssifl-ippi.  This  position  he  held  for 


Teach  nnftamat 
ics  through  calculus;  Givi  a good  course 
itj  Literature.  Enrolls  from  175  to  225  pu- 
pils each  s<  suon.  Is  in  one  of  the  healthiest 
localities  in  the  S ate.  Scores  of  teachtrs 
have  gone  out  to  teach  in  this  an<\  adjoining 
counties.  More  than  sixty  graduates  have 
gone  out,  many  of  whom  are  prominent,  as 
lpwyets,  doctors,  preacheis  and  teachers. 

The  building  has  just  been  completely  re- 
modeled, and  prospects  for  the  c tiling  ses- 
sion are  vety  flattering. 

Besides  beirg  principal  of  this  school  he 
pleaches  to  five  church,  namelj:  Waller- 
vjlle,  Poplar  Springs,  Sherman,  Blue  Springs 
at)d  Cherry  Creek. 


He  is  a ziMjous  educator  much  given  to 
helping  aspiring  ones  who  need  assistance.
